No motive has been assigned for 
the burning of Nelson’s home. In 
the case of Ravensworth, the offi- 
cers suspect that the extensive wine 
cellar, said to have been stocked 
with wines and liquors of ancient 
vintage, probably formed the mo- 
tive, and that someone, after raid- 
ing the cellar, set fire to the 
building to congeal the theft of the 
liquors. 


Has Hearing Today. 

No definite charge, it is under- 
stood, has been placed against 
Wood. He will be given e pre- 
liminary hearing at Fairfax Court- 
house today. 

With the burning of Ravens- 
worth, Virginia loses another mag- 
nificént old mansion, worthy to rank

Built by 
Lord Ravensworth 139 years ago, it 
formed the manor house-of his then 
vast estates, granted to him by the 
crown.

PISTOL DUEL AGES 


AS POLICE CAPTURE 


ALLEGED RUM AUTO 


More Than 20 Shots Fired 
in Wild Race Along “ 
City Streets. 


ONE MAN ARRESTED; 
672 QUARTS SEIZED 


smoke Screen Used in Effort 
to Escape; One Suspect 
Gets Away. 


A pistol battle between police and 
suspected bootleggers, in which 
more than twenty shots were fired, 
took place early yesterday in Mary- 
land avenue between Four-and-a- 
half and Sixth streets southwest. 
The battle climaxed an exciting 
chase, which lasted more than an 
hour, and extended through vir- 
tually every section in the city. As 
a result one man was arrested on a 
liquor charge and his bullet-dented 
automobile and 672 quarts of al- 
leged whisky confiscated. 

Maj. Edwin B. Hesse; superin- 
tendent of police, recently censured 
policemen for ready use of firearms 
while engaged in bootleg chases. An 
order of the Treasury Department 
to prohibition agents forbids them 
to engage in reckless pursuits of 
suspected bootleggers whereby the 
lives and property. of innocent cit- 
izens may be endangered. Police 
say, however, that in this case they 
were fired upon first. 

Detective Howard Ogle, of the 
Fourth precinct, and Revenue 
Agent J. W. Brown participated in 
the chase. They sighted two _sus- 
pected automobiles in the Northwest 
section and followed them to Third 
street and Virginia avenue south- 
west, where the race really began. 


Smoke Screen is Used. 


Shortly after the cars sped off, 
one of the suspected vehicles belch- 
ed forth a smoke screen, enveloping 
the police car behind, which Ogle 
was driving. A few shots were ex- 
changed, and after a few more 
blocks had been traversed, the 
screen was lifted. All during the 
race intervals of firing both by the 
bootleggers and police and the ex- 
ecuting of the smoke screen when 
the police car: drew near continued. 

At an average gpeed of 50 miles 
an hour, the three cars sped through 
the lower southwest section, raced 
through the highway, byways and 
suburbs in the southeast, then into 
the northeast sectiin to northwest 
section and again into the south- 
west. According to Ogle the cars 
at times were running at a 70-mile- 
an-bour clip. 

At the race's end the cars were 
in Maryland avenue. One turned 
into an alley, while the occupants 


Jof the other car opened fire on the 


police, according to the pursuers. 
In the battle that followed the ton- 
neau of the car, which opened fire 
and which bore the smoke screen, 
was riddled with bullets. It es- 
caped. 

Whisky Car Captured. 

The other car was cornered in 
the alley and found to contain 672 
quarts of alleged whisky. Russell 
Murray, 28 years old, 132 Seventh 
street aortheast, occupant of the 
car, was arrested and at the Fourth 
recinct station was charged with 
Fagsporting and possession of 
liquor.

Other special dispatches report 
that at Ciudad Victoria a group of 
white-robed women paraded the 
streets today praying and singing 
and announcing themselves deter- 
mined to proclaim Christ’s doctrines 
throughout Mexico.

All Italy Joins in Honor 
To St. Francis of Assisi 


Assisi, Italy, Ang. 1 (By A 
P.).—From king to the lowliest 
peasant, all Italy joined today in 


ceremonies marking the opening of 
the observance of the _  seven- 
hundredth anniverssry of the death 
of St. Francis of Assisi. King Vic- 
tor Emmanuel was the central 
figure in the Tuscan celebration at 
the famous monastery of Verna, 
where St. Francis lived. He was 
accompanied by Cardinal Mistran- 
gelo, archbishop of Florence, and 
Prof. Fedele, fascist minister of 
public instruction. 

The cardinal expressed gratifica- 
tion over what the Italian govern- 
ment had done to restore the Fran- 
ciscan churches and monuments in 
Assisi to their original beauty and 
in building a road leading to the 
monastery in Verna 

Before the tomb of the great saint 
all bishops of Umbria gathered 
around Mgr. Luddi, bishop of As- 
- sisi, while the faithful poured in 
from all parts of the world. Many, 
like the ancient pilgrims, journeyed 
on foot carrying offerings and holy 
images. Large numbers of worship- 
ers are sleeping in the arcade 
around the church square built 
about seven centuries ago to shelier 
pilgrims. 


St. Francis of Assisi was essenti- 
ally a preacher of the brotherhood 
of men and the ideal of service. He 
was born in 1182, the son of a 

imerchant in Assisi, and his conver- 
ssion came after a severe illness. 
Then he freed himself of his posses- 
sions, and, with a group of follow- 
ers, devoted himself to serving his 
fellow men. Later in life there came 
to him the vision of Christ, and he 
wrote his great ‘“‘Hymn to The 
7 om when blindness had overtaken 
im. 

After St. Francis’ death in 1226, 
one of his followers used his in- 
fluence to bring about the building 
of the magnificent church and 
monastery of St. Francis of Assisi.

EY TO PEAGE OF WORLD 


Irritant, Among Nations, 
Institute Told. 


(By the Associated Press.) 

Williamstown, Mass., Aug. 1.— 
World peace depends more upon 
coal] than disarmament conferences, 
R. T. Haslam, professor of chemical 
engineering at the Massachusetts 
Institute for Technology, declared 
today before the Institute of Poli- 
tics. 


One of the prime factors in fu- 
ture international! relations, he said, 
will be the conversion of coal into 
oil. Such conversions, in his opin- 
ion, would form a satisfactory so- 
lution of the petroleum. supply 
problem, which at present is one of 
the principal ingernational irritants. 

Applying the discussion .to the 
automobile industry, he showed 
how, by use of certain chemicals, 
tetra-ethyl lead, aniline, and iron 
carbonyl, the efficiency of engines 
has been grealy increased, by in- 
creasing the compression of the 
gasoline and air mixture at the 
same time nulifying the detention. 

‘It is safe to say that the devel- 
opment of these anti-detoning com- 
pounds such as tetra-ethyl lead will 
permit the saving of about 40 per 
cent of our gasoline,” he said. 
‘With our consumption of gasoline 
exceeding 11,000,000,000 gallons 
this year, this chemical develop- 
ment undoubtedly means a saving 
to this country of over $800,9000,- 
000 yearly, or enough to pay the 
interest on the entire national debt 
of the ‘United States. Thus at one 
stroke, chemistry takes the first 
rank in promoting national econ- 
omy.”

Mrs. Hall, who was released Fri- 
day in $15,000 bail, will be called 
before an extraordinary grand jury, 
it was reported, soon after the in- 
quiry gets under way. 

“The mass of new evidence,” on 
which Prosecutor Bergen, of 
Somerset county, acted in the mid- 
night arrest of Mrs. Hall wag pieced 
together from the alleged statc- 
ments of witnesses, including Mrs. 
Jane Gibson (the ‘‘Pig Woman” of 
the original investigation), William 
Phillips, a night watchman near the 
Hall home, and two of the Hall 
maids. 


Story Ready for Grand Jury. 


The story which Prosecutor Ber-

JOMAEL ZANGWILL DEAD; 
WAS AN ARDENT ZIONIT

Reputation as glovelist Made 
With “Children of Ghetto,” 
and Several Plays. 


THRICE VISITED IN U. S. 


London, Aug. 1 (By A. P.).— 
Israel Zangwill, noted playwright 
and man of letters, died at a hospi- 


tal this afternoon. He had been 
under treatment in the hospital at 
Midhurst, Sussex, for two months, 
but his. condition did not become 
serious until about a week ago, 
when he gradually became worse. 
He died at the hospital at 3 o'clock 
this morning, the direct cause of 
death being given as pneumonia. 


Israel Zangwill, who was perhaps 
the greatest contemporaneous com- 
mentor on Jewish life, being an 
ardent Zionist and founder of the 
International Jewish Territorial or- 
ganization, made his literary repu- 
tation with a novel—‘‘The Children 


of the Ghetto’’—in 1892. He was 
the author of many Jewish plays, 
some of which were produced in 
New York in English and Jewish. 

Zangwill was born in London, 
February 14, 1864. After entering 
the profession of teaching at Spital- 
fields, he deserted it for journalism, 
subsequently founding and editing 
the literary journal, Ariel, and the 
London Puck. 

Long before the establishment of 
a Jewish homeland in Palestine, 
Zangwill. had made several efforts 
to create settlements abroad for his 
race, suffering from  persecutien 
under the czarist regime in Russia. 
At the Zionist congress in Basel 
in 1905, he urged acceptance of a 
British proposal regarding a Jewish 
settlement in British East Africa. 
Later he advocated a plan to settle 
Jewish families in Galveston, Tex., 
and, in 1908, he suggested Meso- 
potamia as the place for a Jewish 
homeland. 

Zangwill visited the United States 
im 1904, 1908 and 1923.7 During 
his last stay he created a heated 
controversy over the political status 
of Zionism. He declared any move- 
ment to make the Zionist question 
a political one was hopeless.

Describes Its Spirit as “En- 
ergy Harnessed by 
Intelligence.” 


VICE PRESIDENT SPEAKS 
ON COLORADO BIRTHDAY 


Ps 
What East. Calls Radicalism 


Is West’s Conservatism, 
He Declares. 


Denver, Aug. 1 (By A. P.).— 
Vice President Charles G. Dawes 
predicted that the agricultural 
West will eventually find a satis- 
factory and an ‘“American’”’ solu- 


tion of its economic problems 
through “‘energy harnessed by in- 
telligence,”’ in an address here to- 
night before 14,000 Coloradoans 
gathered in the Municipal auditori- 
um to celebrate Colorado’s fiftieth 
year of Statehood. 

Mr. Dawes described the spirit of 
the West as, “determination of pur- 
pose—-energy harnessed by intelli- 
fence—ambition dominated by high 
purpose—a universal willingness to 
work and, underneath all these at- 
tributes, an attitude of reverence to- 
ward the traditions of the race, the 
family, the church, and the great 
American constitutional institu- 
tions.”’ 

The Vice President ventured the 
opinion that “in the fundamental 
attitude of the people of the West 
toward all American institutions is 
found one of their greatest safe 
guards and that upon all funda- 
mental questions concerning proper- 
ty and individual rights, the West 
will be in the vanguard of defense 
when they are attacked.”’ 

Dark Days of '90s, 


Turning back to the dark days 
of the ’90s, when the West went 
through the ‘gruelling experience 
of a temporary collapse of its 
fondest hopes,’’ Mr. Dawes declared 
that its people, ‘‘then, as now, in 
adversity as well as _ prosperity, 
stood solidly behind law and order, 
American institutions and the Amer- 
ican Constitution.” 

“The West talked some in those 
days,”” he said, “but it worked 
more. 

“The West is young and being 
young it is often impatient. Like 
the young, it rails quickly at deep- 
seated abuses. If it sees aygything 
wrong in the administration ‘of the 
government, it does not discuss the 
hopelessness of changing it or the 
desirability of keeping it because of 
certain illegitimate benefits to the 
community. It arises and attacks it. 

“The best friends of the govern- 
ment most strongly insist that its 
power be not abused. * * *#* It 
is this tendency that is so often 
misinterpreted in the East as being 
radicalism. So far from being 
radicalism in its true sense—it is 
the West’s form of conservatism. 
* ,* * The West, when it advo- 
cates changes in‘law it advocates 
them because it wants to make gov- 
ernment better and fairer and, 
therefore, more stable.”’ 

‘“‘Farmers in the West,’ he con- 
tinued, ‘‘maintain an American at- 
titude toward agriculture and ex- 
pect that industry to maintain an 
American attitude toward industry. 
Intelligent business opinion in the 
East supports them in this expecta- 
tion. Upon their collaboration and 
not upon politicians, depends the 
best hope for a constructive rem- 
edy.”’ .

No Water to Fight Fire. 


The alarm of fire was telephoned 
to the Alexandria police headquar- 
ters at 1:30 o'clock yesterday 
morning by Mrs. Wood. Lieut. Wil- 
kinson, of the police department, 


notified Fire Chief J. M. Duncan, 
jr.. who, after ascertaining that 
there was no water available with 
which to combat the fire, took Lieut. 
Wilkinson and six members of the 
Alexandria fire deparment to the 
scene. Due mainly to the efforts of 
these men many priceless paintings, 
furniture and family silver were 
saved, although they were power- 
less to check the flames. 

The loss is estimated at more 
than $100,000. 

Dr. George Bolling Lee, who 
with Mrs. Robert E. Lee is jofnt 
owner of the estate, was notified 
at Newport, R. I., of the_ fire. 
Through some oversight Mrs. Les 
did not learn of the fire until late 
yesterday afternoon, when she was 
notified of the loss by a reporter 
for The Post. She went to the 
scene immediately, and Dr. Lee, it 
is understood, will return to Wash- 
ington today or tomorrow. 

The Lee estate has been the sub- 
ject of much litigation recently. 
Under the will of Gen. W. H. F. 
Lee the entire estate, including 
Ravensworth and much valuable 
real estate in Virginia, was left to 
his widow for her lifetime, after 
her death to be divided equally be- 
tween his two sons, Dr. George 
Bolling Lee and Col. Robert E. 
Lee. 


Dr. Lee Claims Estate. 


Col. Lee died two years ago, and 
his mother a year later, and Dr. 
George Bolling Lee laid claim to 
the entire estate on the ground, it 
is understood, that Col. Lee having 
predeceased his mother, and hav- 
ing left no direct heirs, his portion 
of the estate reverted to the 
mother, and, at her death, to. Dr. 
Lee. This was contested by Mrs. 
Robert E. Lee on the ground that 
her husband had left a will devis- 
ing his entire estate to her. A de- 
cision recently rendered by Judge 
Samuel G. Brent, in the corporation 
court for Fairfax county, upheld 
the widow’s contention and gave 
her a life tenure in one-half the 
estate, there being no children of 
this marriage. 


Valuable Effects Saved. 


The mansion, although of frame 
construction, burned very -sloy 
and, had there been water avail- 
able, the fire could easily have 
been extinguished by the Alexan- 
dria’ fire department, which 
promptly responded to the call for 
aid. The nearest water, however, 
with the exception of one small 
well, is a creek more than a mile 
from the house. 

Mrs. Lee stated yesterday that 
all the persopal effects of Col. R. 
E. Lee were lost in the fire, among 
them a fine rifle. This rifle was 
left loaded, and when the fire 
reached it there were several ex- 
plosions, one man claiming he 
counted eight. This at first led 
to a suspicion that the fire might 
have been caused by explosions. 
-Among the most valuable of the 
articles saved were a life-size oil 
portrait of Gen. Robert E. Lee, 
Confederate leader and father of 
Gen. “Rooney’’ Lee; a tall grand- 
father clock, and a large quantity 
of family silver and china, as well 
as the greater part of the antique 
furniture on the first floor. Noth- 
ing on the second floor, or in the 
library on the first floor was saved.

OVERLAPPING FUNCTIONS. 


Reorganization of Federal government de- 
partments, commissions and bureaus, is urgent 
if many overlapping furctions are to be ob- 
viated. There is one instance now attracting 
public attention. 

The 1922 tariff law authorizing the Presi- 
dent, through the Secretary of the Treasury, 
after investigation by the tariff commission, 
to impose an embargo upon any specific for- 
eign article if the producers or manufacturers 
in the country of origin refuse officials of the 
United States government permission to in- 
spect the books of the foreign producer to 
ascertain foreign cost of production. Further- 
more the law empowered the Department of 
Agriculture to impose an embargo on a foreign 
plant or other products of agriculture if the 
department has proof that such products are 
diseased or infested with a parasite. This 
power has been exercised. 

The last Congress authorized Treasury of- 
ficials sent abroad to be clothed with dig}- 
matic power to examine into cost of production 
in foreign countries. This power also has been 
exercised. ‘The result is that many foreign 
countries resent what they are pleased to call 
“intrusion”’’ and unfair treatment. 

This resentment is brought to the attention 
first of the State Department undertaking to 
negotiate commercial treaties involving the 
tariff and “most favored nation clause’ and 
friendly relations in the broadest sense; sec- 
ond, to the Department of Commerce seeking 
to extend foreign markets for American pro- 
ducers and manufacturers, and invite more im- 
ports in order to obtain more American pur- 
chases in foreign countries. 

Thus four departments—the executive 
through the tariff. commission, the State, Agri- 
cultural and Commerce departments—are in- 
volved in the problem of the tariff, diplomacy 
and commerce. In order to compel foreign 
producers and manufacturers to show their 
cost of production, which is the basis of the 
tariff law, two members of the tariff commis- 
sion have been sent to Europe to pacify out- 
raged Europeans, and smooth the path for 
commercial treaties and more commerce. 

Four departments of the Federal government 
overlap in their functions relating to the tariff, 
commercial treaties, plant life and commerce. 
It is a delicate matter to harmhonize these inter- 
locking functions, and there should be reor- 
ganization to provide more expeditious and 
more satisfactory methods of transacting the 
public business.

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WHY GRAIN EXPORTS DROP. 

The international evils following an era of 
depreciated currency is illustrated by the de- 
cline in June of American exports of grain to 
France, Belgium and Italy, due almost en- 
tirely to depreciated currency in those three 
countries. 

A debased currency, of little value in inter- 
national commerce, tends to decrease imports 
into the country of depreciated money, and to 
increase exports. The reason for this is that 
it takes so many francs or lire (for example) 
to buy a dollar’s worth of American wheat, 
corn, oats or rice, that purchases are discour- 
aged. This tends to depress the American 
prices of grains, when ready for shipment. 

Until all countries of Europe restore their 
currencies, exports of American grains can not 
be restored to former normal conditions.

A BABE'sS DILEMMA. 

@ueer situations not infrequently. result 
from the immigration laws of this country and 
their administration. Take the case, for in- 
stance, of the mother whose baby was born 
on board the Holt liner, Vestris, while it lay 
at quarantine in New York harbor last Friday. 
Born and raised in Pennsylvania and as much 
an American as any citizen of the republic, 
this young woman, three years ago, found her- 
self in Roumania where she met the man who 
subsequently became her husband. Seeking to 
come to the United States with his fiancee, Wil- 
helm Pafpernek was barred. because the Reu- 
manian quota was filled. He went to South 
America to await an opportune time to come 
into the States. 

But love chafes at delay 
‘months ago the. young woman went to Buenos 
Aires where her sweetheart was employed, and 
they were married. With the approach of 
the stork Mrs. Pafpernek was overcome with 


the desire that her child should be born in her 


native land. So she set sail.. The steamer was 
delayed and the child was born under a foreign 
flag although in an American port. However, 
the mother was delighted, for she knew she 


» was in American territorial waters and was 


sure her child was an American citizen.

a different view. They thought the ,baby was 
Roumanian because its father was and, there- 
fore, lable to deportation, but the assistant to 
the commissioner of immigration expressed 
serious doubt as to the soundness of the ruling.

Mother and child, for the 
time, at least, are safely housed in New York, 
and immigration officials have another prob¢ 
lem to solve. The hope is that the American 
flag will continue to wave over the little one 
and that the means will be found to admit the 
father to that country where his treasures are.

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BRITISH MINERS SEEK PEACE. 


Commenting a few days ago on the British 
coal strike, The Post said that, though the case 
of the miners was hard and they deserved 
sympathy and commiseration, they seemed to 
be fighting a losing battle. Confirmation of 
this view is forthcoming in the proceedings al 
the conference of miners’ delegates held in 
London on Friday last, when, by a large ma- 
jority, the assembly voted to submit the 
bishops’ peace plan to the various districts, 
with a recommendation in favor of its adop- 
tion. Thus the famous ‘‘Never, Never” slogan 
is abandoned, and the cry, ‘“‘Not a penny off the 
pay, not a minute on the day,” goes into the 
discard. As a matter of fact, A. J. Cook, the 
coiner of the latter phrase, who, as the miners’ 
secretary, has been the stormy petrel of the 
situation and the apparently uncompromising 
advocate of a ‘“‘No Surrender” policy, took the 
lead in urging the adoption of the bishops’ 
proposal. He told the delegates that, in any 
settlement, a reduction in wages is inevitable, 
adding, with the bitterness of defeat: 


We must realize our position. We must 
face the facts. Coal tonnage is: going 
against us; and we have got to do some- 
thing. 

“Never” is, of course, a long time, and the 
maintenance of a non possumus attitude, in 
face of the grim facts of hunger and disease 
among women and children, ceases at length 
to be either practical or heroic. 

The bishops’ platform has four main planks, 
which provide: 1. For the resumption of work 
on the old basis of wages.and hours. 2. For 
financial assistance to the industry for four 
months by the government. 3. For the work- 
ing out of reorganization proposals by the coal 
commission. 4. For arbitration, if a wage 
agreement should not have been*reached in 
the four months. The second of these planks 
is apparently ruled out in advance by the re- 
cent declaration, made by Prime Minister 
Baldwin, that the disastrous effect of the pro- 
longed stoppage on national finances makes 
any further subsidy in aid of wages quite out 
of the question. He may have to-modify that 
statement in deference to popular outcry, be- 
cause already the bishops’ plan is beginning to 
mold public opinion against the operators’ 
determination to starve the miners into sub- 
mission. In agreeing to compulsory arbitra- 
tion, which hitherto they have strenuously re- 
sisted, the miners’ delegates have made a hit 
with the general body of the populace outside 
the vested interests, and the sympathy and 
good will thus won are likely enough to ex- 
press themselves in very concrete fashion. 

There are still grave difficulties in the way 
of any settlement of the coal strike, but the’ 
“atmosphere” is decidedly improved, and, 
working in a congenial atmosphere, the British 
genius for compromise is capable of producing 
astounding results and of producing them with 
almost unbelievable rapidity. ; 
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The dictionary definition of propriety doesn’t 
matter; the neighborhood definition is what 
counts. 

ABER VE ae 
TRAFFIC CONTROL PROBLEMS. 

In a letter to the commissioners the traffic 
council of the District of Columbia protests 
against extending signal lights in the congested 
area without careful preliminary survey, and 
urges that Fifteenth and Seventeenth streets 
be not designated, at the present time, as 
one-way thoroughfares. It is assumed that 
this communication will receive careful con- 
sideration by the commissioners, for 
sues raised are of much importance to business 
men and citizens generally. The protest, how- 
ever, ought not serve to prevent further 
thought and planning for the solution of traffic 
problems. Conditions in Washington are reach- 
ing such a point that some definite decision by 
the authorities soon must be reached. 

It is recognized that before long the traffic 
situation in the congested zone will be so acute 
as to require block control, which can only be 
given through the medium of unit controlled 
signal lights. However, it is improbable that 
any attempt *would be made to install such a 


system downtown until devices now in use ing 


other cities have been studied and advantage 
taken, not only of the experience of other offi- 
cials, but of the latest improvements in the 
machinery of traffic control. This, evidently, 
is what the traffic council has in mind. There 
is no desire on the part of District officials to 
rush headlong into an expenditure of public 
funds for this work. *°What the people wish, 
and what traffic officials have in mind is that 
when this work is done it shall provide the 
most efficient system of traffic control pos- 
sible.. 

In the matter of one-way streets, there is a 
division of sentiment, but many will feel that 
the council is right. At any rate, there have 
been protests against action along this line in 
the past and ‘an insistent demand that such 
thoroughfares be not established until all other 
measures have proved their ineffectiveness. 
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And about all the relief a mere gardener can 
expect is a back plaster. : :

attention to the ‘neglected opportunities to 
“See America First.”’ 

The present season has brought more of 
this class of advertising to the surface than 
ever before. Everywhere are to 
handsomely illustrated pamphlets from every 
State of the Union which has a mountain or a 
lake to attract the visitor from some other 
section. This is particularly true of the New 
England States, New York and Pennsylvania. 
Citizens of those Commonwealths have been 
lavish in the distribution of ‘“‘literature’’ de- 
signed to attract visitors from other States. 
These booklets, besides being artistic in their 
make-up, are useful in the information they 
convey, for many of them are replete with 
historical facts about which little is known 
outside the neighborhoods now responsible for 
their general dissemination. 

Good roads and automobiles, therefore, are 
responsible for a wider spread of knowledge 
of the history of the United States as well as 
of the geography of the country, and the cir- 
culation of the pamphlets will be likely to at- 
tract thousands of Americans to the scenic 
loveliness of their own land instead of search- 
ing Europe for opportunities to spend their 
“vacation funds.’’ Senator Smoot is quoted as 
saying that American tourists spend $500,000,- 
000 a year in France alone.

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MOTOR TRUCK REGULATION. 

Thirteen hearings are being conducted by 
the Interstate Commerce Commission on the 
relation of motor and bus transportation to 
the general transportation problem of the 
country, with a view to making a report on 
the advisability of bringing motor and bus 
transportation under the regulation of the 
commission. 

Among the points to be brought out are 
whether the shippers operate their own trucks 
or hire them, the kind of commodities hauled, 
the average length of the haul, the relation to 
carriage by rail, and whether the motor vehicle 
has brought into play additional kinds of 
service, and whether this service can be more 
fully developed. 

All parties will be given an opportunity to 
appear and express views they may have re- 
specting the bettering of the service, and the 
extent to which it should come under the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission. Farmers and 
shippers of farm products, milk and cream and 
other dairy products, near the large cities, are 
deeply interested in the development of motor 
truck transportation. 
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The nuisance tax hasn’t operated to lessen 
the number of those who yearn to sell us books 
we don’t want. 
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PROTECTING PUBLIC HEALTH. 

Some anxiety is felt over the recent order 
of_the District commissioners directing the 
health officer to submit to them a new set of 
regulations governing exhibition for sale of 
meat, fish, bakery goods and other perishable 
foodstuffs. The health officer is instructed to 
ascertain what regulations are 
other cities. 


in effect in 


The controversy between the health officer 
and meat dealers has been raging for some 
time. Dealers claim that the present regula- 
tions are too stringent and that the strict en- 
forcement of them not only is impossible, but 
unnecessary, for the protection of food prod- 
ucts. Some time ago the health officer ad- 
mitted this to be partly true, but made it plain 
that the regulation requiring display of meat 
in glass-inclosed refrigerated cases would be 
enforced. 

Too strict regulations are far better than 
too loose ones. About two weeks ago the 
health officer, in an address before the Pediatry 
society, held Washington milk and water to be 
the best in the country. The water is superior, 
he stated, because it is under competent super- 
vision and constant inspection. In the case of 
milk, he said, not only is it inspected regularly, 
but the milking places and general premises 
of dairy farms sending milk to the city are 
under strict regulation. For this reason milk, 
which would find its way to the consumer in 
other cities, would not even reach the house- 
wife’s doorstep in Washington. 

Residents of the city are not particularly 
interested in regulations to protect foodstuffs 
obtaining in other cities. They are proud of 
the fact that their water and milk are above 
the average. They insist that other commodi- 
ties be dispensed in the same condition, for the 
health of the community is closely linked with 
uncontaminated foods. The health officer 
coubtless will see to it that the new regula- 
tions, when adopted,-will not be less strict’ in 
any vital portion than the old, and that Wash- 
ington’s solid foods will have: equal protection 
with its liquids. 
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The census bureau reports that there were 
107 establishments in the United States which 
made printing ink in 1925; that the average 
number of wage earners employed was 2,142; 
that these workers earned $3,338,377, and 
that their labors increased the value of the 
raw materiais used in the production of print- 
er’s ink by $18,444,567. Adding the interest 
on investment, cost of packages and distribu- 
tion to the salaries of the ‘‘white collar’’ em- 
ployes—and it’s morally certain that the actual 
maker wears few white collars while at work 
—the total valué of the products of the 107 
establishments was $34,672,290, which is some 
money, it will be admitted, to pay for ink.

INFANTS’ DEATH RATE 


IN FRANCE DECREASES 


Americans Have Prominent 
Part in Conservation 
of Child Life. 


Paris, Aug. 1 (By A. P.).—Ef- 
forts to reduce infant mortality in 
France, in which efforts Americans 
have taken a prominent part, seem 
to be meeting with success, judging 
by statistics just issued by the min- 
ister of labor covering the first quar- 
ter of 1926. 

These figures show that while 
the. number of births decreased as 
compared with the same period last 
year, there was an appreciable de- 
crease in the number of babies who 
died, which, added to a diminution 
in the general death rate, gives an 
increase in the population of more 
than 9,000, as compared with a de- 
crease of 4,500 the first quarter of 
1925. ' 

The actual decrease in the num- 
ber of births is 4,348 for the three- 
month period, and the decrease 
in infant mortality is 2,938.

The second bedroom group con- 
sists of the bureau, highboy, chif- 
forobe, or dressing table. In rooms

' closets the bureau is really not re- 


quired. Such closets provide trays 
for shirts, collars, blouses, under- 
wear and all the things one ordi- 
narily keeps in - bureau drawers. 
With the bureau eliminated more 


space is given the dressing table. 


In a woman’s room nothing is 
so effective as a draped dressing 
table. The hangings of this can 
match the chintz curtains, or can 
be of organdie or dotted Swiss in 
one of the colors of the room. A 
bench in front of it will take up 
less room than a chair. The mir- 


ror may be of the unframed variety, 
with a beveled edge and attached 
to the wall with glass rosettes. Or 
it may be an old mirror with a 
decorative gilt frame or one with 
the frame painted to match one of 
the colors of the drapery. The 


most convenient type of mirror for 
a dressing table is the triplicate 


ne. 

The third group consists of a 
writing desk apd its attendant 
chair. The living room secretary is 
a public sort of desk, whereas the 
boudoir or bedroom desk is pri- 
vate, and every individual should 
demand and be given a measure of 
privacy. 

The fourth group completes the 
bedroom’s furnishing. This con- 
sists of a chaise longue or small 
sofa with a table beside it and a 
lamp on the table or a standing 
lamp in close proximity to afford a 
place where one can rest and nap 
without disturbing the beds. This 
should be included, by all means, 
where space permits. In addition, 
there should be straight chairs, 
two or three, a low, upholstered 
slipper chair and one upholstered 
easy chair. With a low, small table 
beside the easy chair to hold smok- 
ing things and the latest novel, the 
furniture for the bedroom may be 
considered as complete.

SITUATION DEPLORED 
BY LEADING CLERGY 


Women Urged to Attend Daily 
Mass in Keeping With a 
World-Wide Appeal. 


Forty thousand Washington Cath- 
olics, it was estimated by clergy, 
joined in communion yesterday for 


their brethren in Mexico, while in 
the majority of-sermons fiery shafts 
were aimed at Calles for his sup- 
pression of religious worship and 
for th creation attributable to him 
of the turbulent conditions which 
now prevail in that country. 

Prayers were held in all the 
churches for a favorable termina- 
tion of the strife between church 
and state in Mexico. The unusu- 
ally large attendance betrayed the 
interest and sympathy which the 
action of the Mexican government 
has excited. 


Called *“‘Mockery of Justice.” 


In a stirring sermon delivered at 
mass in the morning, the Rev. J. 
Lawrence Shehan, assistant rector 
of St. Patrick’s church, denounced 
the attitude of the Mexican govern- 
ment as a ‘‘mockery of justice,’’ and 
appealed to the congregation to 
pray daily for a cessation of, the 
present troubles. 

Descanting at large on the mat- 
ter. the Rev. John J. Callaghan, of 
St. Matthew's church, declared that 
the action of the Mexican govern- 
ment is a ‘‘master stroke’’ to pre- 
vent American interference with 
the drastic Mexican land laws 
aimed at American investors. He 
said:

When the slightest ges- 
ture of anger is made by Uncle 
Sam, the communists, a _ certain 
group in the American Federation 
of Labor, and a handful of noisy 
Methodists, loudly proclaim that 
this is an internal affatr, and that 
vre should not interfere. 

“The United States is anxious to 
interfere for the sake of American 
«>pital invested in Mexico, but the 
ediministration is afraid to move 
lest it be charged with acting in 
Obedience to the Catholic Church.’

‘Ordered for Veterans 


Blue for the hoys who wore the 
blue, is still the War Department’s 
policy, and it has just placed with 
the Philadelphia quartermaster in- 
termediate depot an order for the 
manufacture of 500 coats, 500 vests, 
200 overcoats and 1,000 pairs of 
trousers, all of preworld war ‘‘army 
blue’ with old-style brass buttons, 
for inmates of the National 
Soldiers’ home. Twice a year, uni- 
forms for these soldiers are ordered, 
blue for winter and white for sum- 
mer. 

The army uniform now brings 
to the minds of most felk the colors, 
olive drab and khaki tan, but those 
of the dwindling number of older 
veterans revert to the army blue. 


U. S. SUED BY INDIANS 
FOR $1,250,000,000 


35 Tribes Allege the Illegal 
Seizure of Land, Dating 
From Early Days. 


Alleging that their lands had 
illegally been taken from them by 
the government, 35 Indian tribes 
have filed 19 suits against the gov- 


ernment to recover sums aggregat- 
ing-more than $1,250.000,000 in 
the United States Court of Claims. 
Many of the suits date back to the 
beginning of the country and in- 
volve agreements made by the early 
statesmen and soldiers. 

For the most part the claims 
sued upon by the Indians grow out 
of alleged violations by the Govern- 
ment of rights to lands or moneys 
asserted to have been secured to 
the various tribes by treatiés or 
agreements between the United 
States and the tribes, and also out 
of alleged fraud and duress in the 
procurement of treaties or agree- 
ments ceding large areas to the 
United States for alleged inade- 
quate considerations. 

More than 45 separate causes of 
action or complaints are set up in 
this petition, one being based upon 
alleged fraud and duress by the 
government in the procurement of 
the agreement of September, 1876, 
following the Sioux war and the 
Custer massacre, whereunder the 
Sioux nation ceded to the United 
States the Black‘Hills of North and 
South Dakota for what the Indians 
contend was an inadequate con- 
sideration. 


TWO FIREMEN INJURED 
BY LIMBS OF TREES 


Fire on Chevy Chase Estate 
Destroys Two Old 
Stables. 


Two firemen were injured last 
night by limbs of trees while driv- 
ing up Connecticut avenue to a fire 


on the place formerly occupied by 
the Kirkside Country club in Chevy 
Chase. 

Despite that they tried to dodge 
the low limbs, Capt. O. Leaman, 
commanding truck No. 14, and 
Private R. C. O’Connor, of engine 
No. 28, the apparatus that re- 
sponded to the fire, received lacer- 
ations and bruises about the face 
when struck. Both refused treat- 
ment. 

The fire destroyed two old sta- 
bles on the estate, which was re- 
cently sold to a real estate firm. 
The stables were veritable tinder 
boxes, and burned down in a short 
time, illuminating the sky for two 
miles around.

CONCERTED EFFORT 
TO OBTAIN MARKET. 


Business Men and Citizens to” 
Join in Drive to Put Over 
Brown Idea. 


MASS MEETING CALLED 
TO LAUNCH CAMPAIGN

Aggressive Action to Be 
Taken in Favor of Water 
Front Location. 


Business men and citizens of the 
Southwest will put their votes and 
efforts behind the plan to locate 
Center Market and the farmer’s 
produce market along the water | 


front in the Southwest at a mass 
meeting at 8 o’clock tonight in the 
Sunday school room of the Fifth 
Baptist church. 

The meeting has been called by 
George M. Yeatman, president of 
the Southwest Business Men's as- 
sociation. The purpose, it is ex- 
plained, is .to indorse the recom- 
mendation of Wrisley Brown, 
president of the Potomac Freight 
Terminal Co., that the combined 
market be ‘located along the south- 
west water front,sand further than 
be satisfied with a mere indorse- 
ment of Mr. Brown's program, to 
take aggressive action in a resolu- 
tion separately drawn up and con- 
taining additional arguments. 


Two Sites Tendered. 


The committee of the National 
Capital park and planning commis- 
sion has before it two proposed 
sites tendered by interested parties, 
the site on the Patterson and Eck- 
ington tracts north of Florida 
avenue northeast, and the south- 
west water site proposed by Mr. 
Brown. 

The scheme to develop the south 
side of Pennsylvania avenue, and 
to place government buildings on 
the present site of Center market, 
has made it necessary to find @ 
suitable place for the ‘markets in 
another part of the city, and has 
brought up the question of market 
consolidation as well as the most 
favorable location. The committee 
just named has the whole matter 
under advisement. 

The Patterson and Eckington 
tract was recommended to the com- 
mittee by representatives of the 
Baltimore & Ohio railroad, who ex- 
plained the transportation facili- 
ties which could be furnished by 
the railroad. 


Site Selected oe Brown. 

The proposal of Mr. Brown was 
in the nature of a reply to the offer 
of the B. & O., and a boost for the 
advantages offered by the terminal 
company. The specific site named 
by ‘him is bounded by Water street, 
Maryland avenue, and Twelfth and 
Fourteenth streets southwest, and 
contains eight acres. 

Mr. Brown said that the water 
front is the natural market site for 
Washington, and added that this 
inclination would be so great among 
dealers as to demoralize a market 
definitely located in the Northeast 
section as proposed. 

The Southwest business men in- 
tend to point out additional ad- 
vantages which would be gained by 
locating the combined markets 
along the water front.

FARNSWORTH RITES TODAY. 


Burial to Be in Arlington National 
Cemetery at 2:30 P. M. 


John Farnsworth, who died at 
Virginia Beach, Va., Friday, in his 
seventy-first year, will be buried at 
Arlington National cemetery this 
afternoon at 2:30 o'clock. He was 
born in South Charles, IIl., the son 
of Gen. John F. Farnsworth. 
Graduating from the United 
States Naval Academy in 1874, he 
served as an ensign in the Spanish- 
American war.
